Hydraulic Engineering the Oldest Scien- 


tific Art—The Growing Importance ef 
Artificial Irrigation.

Th» experiences of civilization teach ns 


man* lesions that go unheeded until gome 
great disaster comes on as an object lesson 
to recall to men's minds things known bat 
ball forgotten. The Conemaugh disaster 
belongs to this category. 
For morn than 


4,000 years civilized men hare been con- 
structing reservoirs in which to storo water 
for various purposes. Tha conditions to 
be fulfilled in their construction are well 
known, for tbe lesson has been »nf orced on 
mankind from (be dawn of civilization to 
th» present time by disasters too many to 
be enumerated. 


Hydraulic engineering is the oldest Eci»c- 


tifio art. No other can compare with it in 
this respect, except that of architecture in 
its application to the building or pyramids 
and temples; but scientific engineering is 
even older than scientific 
architecture. 


Everywhere throughout the world civiliza- 
tion began in arid lun;l«, uuJ hydraulic en 
gme-:iing was the tirot great problem to be 
solved; arid for ihit. reason it woa solved at 
an early time &ud was well solved.

that the resort to water power will rapidly 
increase in the immediate future. 
It cer 


tainly will if the dream of modern electrical 
science is realized, so that water power 
can be economically converted into eles 
trie power ind transported from place to 
place. If this is done—and acccujplishiii 
is hardly to be considered Utopian—all our 
highland streams will immediately become 
of value as powers, and dams and reser- 
voirs must be constructed ia far greater 
numbers than in the past. 


Modern sanitary science condemns well 


water for domestic purposes in cities, towns 


• uod villages. Disease is at the bottom of 


the well; health in the waters of tbe heav- 
ens; and people mast have this pure water, 
Tho demand for highland waters for such 
purposes 
is rapidly increasing. 
The 


speedy development of city and town life 
under tbe new industrial conditions makes 
tbis one of tbe most important uses to 
which water can be applied. 
Wherever 


the booses of man are clustered, reser- 
voirs or systems of reservoirs most be 
built. Nothing can be more certain than 
that th» storage of water for this purpose 
will greatly and quickly increase through- 
out the United States. 


Along the coarse of every river there is a 


flood plain of greater or less width. 
This 


ia the plain established by the sediment 
washed from the hills and upper country 
and deposited along the course of tho river, 
outside of ita low water channel, bat witb- 
in the area covered by water at the time of 
greatest floods. Theso greatest floods are 
infrequent and cot coincident with the an- 
nual flood, And ia much higher. 
The 


pUne of tha ordinary flood is much lower 
than this great flood plane, which is estab- 
lished by the maximum floods, occurring 
ten, twenty or oven fifty years apart. Such 
flood plains are the most fertile landa, and 
always tempt the agriculturist. Yet tor- 
rents swept over them from time to time 
destroying property in vast amounts, and 
even life. In lauds already highly culti- 
vated, densely populated and of great 
value, protection from floods has come to 
b» an important problem. One, and ouly 
one, method of protection is possible—the 
flood waters mast be stored and allowed to 
find their way to the sea daring times of 
low water. The preservation of lands in 
this manner accomplishes another end, as 
the navigable streams are improved there- 
by. Great floods destroy low water chan- 
nels by blocking them with natural dams. 
By storing tbe wnter o! such floods, and 
discharging it dnrii.g low water time, thesa 
chauueU are kept op«u and a more equa- 
ble volume is preserved.

About two-fifths of the area of the United 


States is so arid tbat agriculture is impos- 
sible without artificial irrigation, the rain- 
fall being insufficient for tbe fertilization 
of ordinary crops. lu this region all ogri- 
coltare depends upon tbo use of running 
streams. In. all o! this country, wheiever 
agriculture is, prosecuted, damn must be 
constructed, and tbe water spread upon 
the lands through the agency of canal?. 
Again, as thi season of growing crops is 
comparatively short—in most of the coun- 
try it lasts from two to three mouths only 
—the waters of the non irrigating season 
will ran to waste unless tbey are stored in 
reservoirs. Already the storing of these 
waters is begun; tbe people are construct- 
ing reservoirs, and will continue the pro- 
cess until all of tho streams of the f.rid re- 
gion are wholly utilized in this manner, so 
tbat no waste water runs to the sea.

than a third of the streams of the arid re- 
gion runs to tbe ses, even now, as the 
great majority are "lost nvera." A littlo 
farther explanation is necessary to under- 
stand bow these waters are to be utilized. 


The arid region U mountainous. Mount- 


ain ranges inclose valley?, while plains, 
tnessM and plateaus carry dead volcanoes 
on their backs. The precipitation of mois- 
ture on these lands is conficed to tie 


, whert it is excessive. The f er- 


tile land along the plains and mountains 
are arid. 
In all the region agriculture is 


possible only by collecting tbe mountain 
waters and usii:g them on the plains and 
valleys. 
Wherever a farm, a village oi-3 a 


city is made, hydraulic woika are necessary, 
and dams must be constructed and reser- 
voirs built. Considering the whole coun- 
try at large, its hydraulic industries are 
gigantic. In the region of country where 
land is more abundant than water, the 
value ichetee in the land, not in tho water- 
Lsncl, like air, is found in greater quanti. 
ties than can be used; water is the neces- 
sary, and value is given to the land by the 
water right which it carried; if the water 
right is dissevered, the land is valueless. 
These are cot unfavorable conditions for 
agriculture, however. The former's indus- 
try ia more attractive and more profitable 
in an arid than a humid region. . All of tbo 
early civilization of the world began in 
arid lands, and the best agriculture in the 
world to-day is carried on by means oi ar- 
tificial irrigation.

culture in arid lands is not subject to these 
vicissitudes. 
The mountains catch the 


floods, while the valleys are fertilized by 
the hand of man, who turns the water upon 
them at will. At the day and hour he 
pleases he turns tho water upon his garden, 
his vineyards or his fields in quantities 
governed by his judgment. When harvest 
time comes he reaps his fields with a mind 
free from the fear of storms. Ultimately 
one of the great agricultural regions of this 
country will be found in tbe irrigated val- 
leys and plains of the West. 
Sagebrush 


plains, sand-dune deserts and alkaline val- 
leys will be covered by gardens, fields and 
groves, all perennially fertilized 
from 


thousand* of mountain lakes. 


Enough has been said to show that the 


utorags of water in reservoirs is not one of 
the trivial incidents of modern industry, 
but one of its most important factors, and 
that in this country we have only reached 
tht> beginning of its development. We 
mp.y expect, in the course of a few genera- 
tion", taut all the highland streams of 
America will bo controlled and utilized, 
nncl that the floods will be bridled and be- 
come tho servants of man, as wild betsts 
have been dom plicated for his use.
